two suits sought $1500, which) 
included interest on the promis- 
sory notes pius attorney’s fees. 

‘Borrowed From Anybody.’ 

Keiflein said Beebe made the 
request for the loan when they 
were playing golf. Keiflein said 
it was not clear to him why 
Beebe wanted the money. “He 
was borrowing money from any- 
body who would lend it to him,” 
Keiflein added. 


Keiflein said that in a period 
of four years he asked Beebe re- 
peatedly for payment of the’ 
$1000. He added that Beebe | 
would “just say he didn’t have | 
the money and ignore my re- 
quest.” 

Both Keiflein and O'Connell 
alleged in their suits that the 
note was “long past due but no 
part of said note nor any inter- 
est due thereon has been paid.” 
Date of Keiflein’s note was July 
277, 1949, and O'Connell's was 
Oct. 4, 1949, court records. in- 
dicated. 

Keiflein operates a tavern at 
449 Missouri avenue.

Several Senators of both par- 
ties, including Senator Stuart 
Symington (Dem.), Missouri, 
likewise have been urging the 
President to act, outside of the 
Taft-Hartley law. Symington 
and others have contended that 
if the President used the Taft- 
Hartley Act to send the strikers 
back to work it would amount to 
taking sides in behalf of the in- 
dustry against the union. 

Blough, an almost uncommuni- 
cative man who rose to the 
top position in United States 
Steel through its legal depart- 
ment, was accompanied to the 
conference with the President 
by the following: Charles White, 
Republic Steel Corp. president; 
Arthur B. Homer, Bethlehem 
Steel president; Avery C. 
Adams, Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp. president, and Joseph L. 
Block, president of Inland Steel 
Corp. 

McDonald was accompanied 
by Howard Hague, vice presi- 
dent of the union; I. W. Abel, 
secretary-treasurer, and Arthur 
Goldberg, chief counsel. 

Describing his meeting with 
the President, Blough said: 

“We were urged to get back 
into negotiations as speedily as 
possible—I would say as effec- 
tively as possible. This we have 
been trying to do. We propose 
to do just what we have been 
requested to do, right now and 
at any place that’s mutually con- 
venient.”

In its examples of non-deduc- 
tible expense, the proposed rule 
specifically cites attempts to 
“influence the public” in a ref- 
erendum or initiative. It also 
lists attempts to influence mem- 
bers of a legislative body ‘“‘di- 
rectly or indirectly, by urging 
or encouraging the public to 
contact such members.”’ 

The proposed language for the 
basic rule is that “expenditures 
for lobbying purposes, for the 
promotion or defeat of legisla- 
tion, for agg egy campaign pur- 


the legislation might make or 
break a company’s business. 

Dues and other payments to 
trade associations would be fully 
deductible ‘‘unless a substantial 
part of the organization’s activi- 
ties” are lobbying. 

The proposal is in line with 
broad policy that has been es- 
tablished in prior regulation and 
court decisions but objections 
are being raised on grounds that 
the detail is more sweeping than 
precedent warrants. 

The chamber, in its latest 
weekly report to members, said 
that the proposal “‘poses a ser- 
fous problem for all business 
men.” 

On the other hand, some ad- 
vertising interests view the pro- 
posed rule as a liberalization, 
because it appears to permit 
deduction of the cost of more 
types of advertising than would 
have been permitted under a 
lobbying expenses rule that was 
proposed three years ago. That 
rule was not adopted, and the 
new proposal takes it place. 

The revenue service has set 
an October 19 deadline for com- 
ment on the proposal, and will 
hold a hearing if called for.

A bit of searching among the 
nurseries will uncover a surprising 
selection of just the native songbird 
shrubs to which Hall alludes. Na- 
tive shrub dogwoods are available, 
as well as native redhaws and 
blackhaws. Indeed, the Missouri 
blackhaw is not only a top-notch 
songbird shrub but an ornamental 
beauty as well. 

Bittersweet, witch-hazel, decidu- 
ous and évergreen hollies, buck- 
thorn, native pines and Virginia 
creeper are among other indige- 
nous shrubs, evergreens and vines 
that are available at nurseries. 
Quite often these may be found in 
inexpensive small sizes well suited 
for establishing a songbird border.

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Atoms-for-Peace Failure 


The International Atomic Energy Agency, 
whose members from nearly 80 nations are 
meeting in Vienna, is a potentially useful, 
even indispensable, organization. But though 
its creation was inspired by President Eisen- 
hower’s famous “Atoms for Peace” speech to 
the United Nations in 1953, it has been ren- 
dered impotent throughout the two years of 
its rt by the United States’ refusal to 
use 

As conceived under U.N. auspices, the 
IAEA is intended to serve as a clearing house 
for fissionable materials supplied by the 
nuclear powers to other countries for peace- 
ful purposes. In performing its clearing- 
house role, the agency would register the 
materials and keep an accounting of them, 
to insure that neither they nor the fissionable 
products they would produce in atomic re- 
actors would be used for warlike purposes. 
No other means exists for international polic- 
ing of atoms-for-peace. 

Nevertheless, the United States, the United 
Kingdom and the Soviet Union, the three 
principal nuclear powers, have all ignored 
the IAEA in giving atomic aid to countries 
that lack enriched uranium. The United 
States has supplied nuclear fuel to some 48 
nations, the Soviet Union to about 15, and the 
United Kingdom to about 12, all of them in 
bilateral agreements the IAEA. 

So serious has the situation become, and 
so thoroughly has it paralyzed the interna- 
tional agency in its chief function, that the 
director general of the IAEA, W. Sterling 
Cole, sounded a stern warning six months 
ago that the organization would fail unless 
the major nuclear powers co-operated with it. 

At the Vienna conference Mr. Cole, a 
former Republican Representative from New 
York, has renewed this appeal and augmented 
it by urging the major nuclear powers to 
place their own projects for the peaceful use 
of fissionable materials under the inspection 
of his agency. Some of the countries that 
want nuclear fuels have objected to inspec- 
tion by the international agency on the 
ground that the major powers do not accept 
inspection of their own projects. 

The director general's proposals seem to 
us to make very good sense indeed. As long 
as the IAEA is bypassed it cannot police the 
world flow of nuclear materials for peaceful 
projects, but its very existence affords basis 
for the hazardous delusion that the policing 
job is being done. Used, and used wisely, 
the agency could serve as a pilot plant for 
controlled disarmament. As controlled dis- 
armament proceeded, more and more ura- 
nium could be channeled into peaceful proj- 
ects rather than bomb production, making 
the “Atoms for Peace” program progressively 
fruitful. 

Those are the fine and hope-filled poten- 
tialities of the international agency which 
came into being with so much enthusiasm 
round the globe, and which meets today in 
Vienna in a state of frustration and futility. 


Not So Much Won as Lost 


Nothing could have been more appropriate 
than the way in which the National League 
championship was decided. A three-run lead 
washed out, the winning run scored on a bad 
throw from second—these put the cap on a 
race which was not so much won by the 
Dodgers as lost by the Braves. For a long 
time it was one of those pennant races which 
seemed incapable of being won by anybody.

Prudent Abstinence 


To the best knowledge of Superintendent 
Hickey, Frances E. Willard Day—which was 
Monday—went unobserved in the St. Louis 
schools. Yet state law prescribes that one- 
quarter of the school time on this day shall 
be devoted to instruction relative to the his- 
tory and benefit of the prohibition of intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

Perhaps the hubbub about our educational 
shortcomings might subside a bit if Bird Day, 
Missouri Writers’ Day and a few others were 
celebrated with similar restraint. ~But we 
salute the total abstinence of the school peo- 
ple primarily on the ground of prudence. Had 
they been more enthusiastic, they surely 
would have been confronted, on the basis of 
“equal time and equal treatment,” with de- 
mands for the celebration of Gambrinus Day 
-—on which one fourth of all school hours 
would be set aside for the praise and enjoy- 
ment of mead, ale, beer, wine, brandy, whisky 
and gin, and all the liquid fruits of grain and 
vine. 

We deplore any desire to encourage edu- 
cators in defiance of the law as decreed by 
the wisdom of the Legislature. Yet we are 
old-fashioned enough to believe that there 
are some things best learned outside the 
classroom. A classroom is not the place for a 
saturnalia, at least below the college level. 


No Labels in Delinquency

need not necessarily mean abandonment of 
our rights or anybody else’s. Before Bonn 
starts shooting down whatever new proposals 
may come from the Khrushchev-Eisenhower 
meetings, we hope Bonn will find out what 
they are.

More Than the Riverfront 

President Eisenhower’s two vetoes of 
housing bills before he finally signed one cast 
a shadow of disappointment over the 
for the rehabilitation of St. Louis. : 
this now has been lifted. The Housing and 
Home Finance Agency has assured the city 
that funds will be made available for the 
221-acre Kosciusko project on the South Side. 
This news is as good as the announcement 
that $10,000,000—half of the equity capital 
needed for the new stadium—already has 
been pledged. 

This project covers 71 blocks, less than 
half the size of the bold Mill Creek Valley 
development. Yet considered in connection 
with the riverfront, the new stadium and the 
public housing on the near South Side, it rep- 
resents another major attack on the slums. 
This redevelopment is to be commercial and 
industrial in nature to provide more business 
and employment opportunities within the 
city. It is being supplemented by a private 
reconstruction program. 

It now seems that St. Louis also will get 
funds to bring the DeSoto-Carr project on the 
near North Side and the Tandy project on 
the Northwest side through the planning 
stage. Further, the City Plan Commission has 
designated two more areas—33 blocks on the 
South Side and 37 blocks on the North 
Side —as rehabilitation projects in which 
blight is to be arrested as it was in the Chero- 
kee and Hyde Park districts. 

This means really widespread urban re- 
modeling. St. Louis is embarked on a thor- 
ough job, not merely the creation of a facade 
along the riverfront, handsome as that will be.

The International Association 
of Art Critics, which happened 
to be meeting in .New York, 
unanimousiy passed a resolution 
protesting the condemnation, and 
on the basis of photographs, de- 
scribed the maze of grill-work 
towers as “‘a paramount achieve- 
ment of twentieth century folk 
art in the United States.” They 
dashed off a telegram to this 
effect to Los Angeles Mayor 
Norris Poulson. 

Other protest telegrams began 
pouring in from all over the 
country. A committee to pre- 
serve the Towers was organized, 
with Jack Levine, a Los Angeles 
attorney, offering his services 
free. Such men as _ Richard 


Watt's Towers in Los Angeles, with the tall est spire soaring more than 100 feet in the air. 


Neutra, the architect; Norman 
Corwin, writer; Perry Rathbone, 
director of the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston and former head 
of the St. Louis Art Museum; 
Thomas Carr Howe, director, 
Palace of the Legion of Art, 
San Francisco, rallied to the 
cause. Carl Sandburg threw his 
weight into the fight.

Semehow, above the noise of 
the storm, Manley was heard to 
say rather plaintively:

He then did what any good 
bureaucrat would do when 
threatened with disaster; he 
passed the buck. He asked the 
Board of Building Safety to call 
a hearing and make the decision. 

The only one from the enemy 
camp who had any sympathy 
for his position was Paul R. Wil- 
liams, president of the Board of 
Municipal Art Commissioners, 
who wrote to the Building and 
Safety Department that he did 
not feel that a structure, no mat- 
ter kow valuable it might be 
artistically, should remain stand- 
ing if it is a public hazard. He 
did hope, however, that every 
effort would be made to pre- 
serve one of the city’s unique 
cultural assets. 

The hearing was set for July 6 
in City Hall, and the hearing 
room was packed for 11 days 
while the city’s Safety and Build- 
ing Commissioners listened to 
both sides of the controversy. 
The burden of proof that the 
structures were unsafe was, of 
course, on the inspectors. They 
were hard put to make their 
case, because the Towers had 
stood for all of 30 years, even 
during the severe 1933 earth- 
quake. 

The number of persons who 
tried to jam into the hearing 
room was evidence of a civic 
pride that doesn’t very often 
manifest itself in the City of the 
Angels. One salutary effect of

ment, they decided the Watt’s 
Towers would have to stand or 
fall on the outcome of a stress 
test. 

The test agreed upon is that 
10,000 pounds of horizontal stress 
be placed on the main tower at 
the 33-foot level for about five 
minutes. This would simulate 
the strongest wind likely to strike 
the structure. 

The test will take place Satur- 
day. The Committee for Simon 
Rodia’s Towers has put up the 
$5000 for the engineering test. 

Amid all the controversy, not 
one word has been heard from 
Rodia, the man who built the 
Towers, which shoot 10 stories 
into the sky,.a symbol perhaps 
of man’s highest aspiration, or 
perhaps a symbol of man’s fu- 
tility. Who knows? 

Local newspapers, instead of 
sending their bloodhounds on the 
trail, dug deep into their files. 

The files revealed that Rodia 
had once said: “I had it in my 
mind to do something big, and 
I did.” Again, the files revealed 
that he told an inquirer: “I 
wanted something that was dif- 


ferent, that would remain stand- || 


ing, so people would talk about 
it for years afterward.” Another 
newspaper had a more poetic 
library, for their file revealed 
that Rodia, the Italian immigrant 
tile-setter, had once described 
his work thusly:

“This is my 
conception of Columbus discov- 
ering America, the heroism of 
great battles and the grandeur 


of Spanish inheritance, all part 
of America’s history.”’ Still an- 
other newspaper told its readers 
that Rodia had erected the Tow- 
ers as a monument to express 
his gratitude for everything 
America had done for him.

A prominent southern Califor-

many years ago by a retired sea 
captain—also in southern Cali- 
fornia, naturally. The sea cap- 
tain’s fantasy, which has long 
since been torn down, was an 
endless maze of winding stair- 
cases, all of which ended abrupt- 
ly high in the air against a solid 
concrete wall. This artist was

In 1954, after 30 years, Rodia 
apparently felt his work was 
done. If Rodia was a crack- 
pot, he was one of great disci- 

pline. His schedule for 30 

years had been eight hours of 

work for a living, eight hours 
of sleep, and eight hours on the 


Black and white photographs 
of the Towers hardly do justice 
to Simon Rodia’s monumental 
efforts. Its color, especially on 
a sunny day, is as much a part 
of its character as its weird de- 
sign. 

At any rate, his lifetime work 
was done. On a November day 
in 1954, Rodia packed his per- 
sonal effects and told a neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Inez Sauceda, that he 
was “going away to die some 
place.” He gave her the deed 
to his property and walked away, 
taking nothing with him. The 
property somehow passed through 
several hands and wound up not 
long ago with the two Hollywood 
men who managed to get clear 
title to it, but to this day aren’t 
quite sure why they went to the 
trouble. They hope the new com- 
mittee for the preservation of 
the Towers will reimburse them 
and maintain the Towers as a 
tourist attraction. 

As it turned out, Rodia “went 
to die” in the town where his 
only relative, his niece, was liv- 
ing, but he insists on living alone 
in the little hotel. Now 81, short, 
of slight build, with brown eyes 
and gray hair and tanned com- 
plexion from years of outdoor 
work, he is totally unconcerned 
about the controversy over his 
personal shrine. Says his niece: 
“The Towers had a sentimental 
value to him at one time, but 
he seems to have lost interest 
in them now.”
